Fox Point Evangelical Lutheran Church 

Fox Point Evangelical Lutheran Church of Milwaukee 
County, Wisconsin, was organized by the Rev. Dr. 
Dwight H. Shelhart on Palm Sunday, 30 March 1947, 
with a charter membership of 90 confirmed members. 
Services were held in a public school basement. Pastor 
William B. Downey was called as the first pastor, begin- 
ning his pastorate on 15 June 1947. 

The first building was completed and dedicated Sep- 
tuagesima Sunday, 21 January 1951 at 1510 North 
Santa Monica Blvd. Following the building of the first 
unit a parsonage was erected on the site in 1953. Outgrowing its facilities the con- 
gregation completed and dedicated its new building on 15 September 1956. 

The congregation has in its eleven years of history produced one spiritual son in the 
Christian ministry, Pastor Judson H. Westgate, serving in Greensburg, Pa. The con- 
gregation has grown to a membership as of 1 January 1958 of 1501 baptized, 967 
confirmed, and 918 communing members. | 8275 

‘The congregation gave in 1957 $27,500 to general benevolence and $17,200 to 
special causes, making a total of $44,700, about which the synodical stewardship 
secretary, the Rev. Geo. McCreary, has said. It now stands in first place among 4,439 
United Lutheran congregations in its per capita benevolent giving.“

They listened to a sermon delivered by Henry Sr Jacobs, Dean of the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary at Philadelphia. His text, Hebrews 12: I, 2. His theme, Our

The minutes reveal the step by step resolutions unanimously accepted by the three 
merging groups: whereby they became one entity. When it was finally accomplished on 
paper, it was the occasion for sincere gratitude to God. And it was the hour of great 
hope for the years ahead. What was on paper had to be put into action across the 
land.

The 1937 ‘convention resolved, That a joint appeal be made during 1958 for 
both Carthage College and Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary with a goal 
of $1,500,000 to be divided on the basis of $1,000,000 for the establishment of the 
second campus of Carthage College, and $500,000 for endowment and expansion of 
the facilities of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary.” 
Io carry out this resolution it has been necessary to remember that Carthage Col- 
lege is jointly owned and controlled by four Synods: Illinois, lowa, Wartburg, and 
Northwest. When the resolution was adopted the location of the second campus had 
not yet been determined and no site had been selected. These matters were the re- 
sponsibility of the Board of Directors of Carthage College. 

In September, 1957, the Board determined to locate the second campus in Kenosha, 
Wisconsin.

Tribute to this unmatched champion of the causes the 
Synod have been spoken eloquently at the tinie of his unexpected death and since. 
Another report to the Synod will add to them. Inasmuch as Dr. Dressler was presi- 
dent of Northwestern Seminary 1950 to 1957, practically the entire period of my 
incumbency as president of Synod, I am compelled by Christian love to praise the man 
for his unfailing and courteous cooperation. - He recognized and respected the Office of 
the president of synod not grudgingly, but happily and helpfully. — 

Administratively Dr. Dressler’ s death brought the necessity of appointing “his suc- 
cessor as Editor of The Word in Season. He had taken this foundling back in 1935 
or thereabouts; nursed, fed and tended it, been its editor, business manager, and 
whatever else it needed. No other medium has taken the name, The Synod of the

The Recall of Pastors | 

In 1938 the. ‘ULCA adopted a recommended constitution for congregations. ic 
contained a provision by which a congregation could terminate a pastorate in a digni- 
fied way. The item continues as a provision of the suggested constitution. In 1942 
The Synod of the Northwest after considerable debate voted to reject the Recall as a 
provision of the constitution it would recommend to its member congregations. Thus, 
there is no recourse for a congregation in the matter of bringing a pastorate to a 
close except to appeal to the administration of the Synod to find a new call for its 
_ pastor. The result frequently takes this form: a group within the congregation be- 
comes dissatisfied with the pastor, they claim to represent the majority of the congre- 
gation, they appeal to the administration to move the pastor quietly. If this is not 
done, and it is ofttimes impossible for a variety of reasons, there can and does arise 
in the congregation a division of sentiment. This division has resulted in almost 
wholesale exodus of members from the congregation, and if not exodus, then continued 
criticism, bickering and non-cooperation. Under the definitions of the Call and the 
Ministry that have been accepted by the United Lutheran Church, it is apparent that 
the majority of the Synods make use of the Recall. Recourse to the procedure is not 
needed very often. As long as the Church provides that the congregation shall call its 
pastor—thus making synodical administration consultative and not authoritative in 
this matter—it is the judgment of this officer that Synod should again debate this 
issue, and arrive, if = at 2 with the rest of the ULCA in this admin- 


istrative pancedure.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECT ORS. 


The Seminary Board has not met since the sudden passing of President Bestires 
Jonas Hoke Dressler, D.D., on January 9, 1958. It is expected that at the meeting 
of May 1, 1958, formal ‘action will be taken expressing the Board's deep sorrow 
and loss together with its gratitude and praise of God for the gracious and devoted 
service of our esteemed professor and leader who gave 32 years of his life on earth 
to Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary. 

At a special meeting of the Board of Directors held June 19, 1957, the officers 


were authorized to purchase the property located at 2432 First Avenue South, Minne- 


apolis, one block and a half from Passavant Hall. The apartment building consisting 
of 14 dwelling units was to be used for married students on a rental basis. Subse- 
quently the purchase was made and the new dormitory was named Jouno Hall’ in 
honor of John W. Juno, the layman whose heart and help have always been close to 


the Seminary. 


During the year the Seminary has received $14,500 from the estate of the late 
Dr. M. K. Knauff, a former member of the Seminary Board and of Reformation 
Lutheran Church, St. Paul. Another gift was the English paneled room in the basement 
of J. Ps Jensen Hall which had been the property of the Minneapolis Society of 
Fine Arts. 
The two resolutions adopted by the 67th annual convention of the Synod regarding 
(1) a study of the problem of entrance requirements and curriculum for older and 
mature men desiring to enter the ministry, and (2) a study of the possibility of 
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using part of the Seminary endowment for synodical home missions were referred to 
committees for report at the May 1, 1958 meeting of the Board. Results of these 
studies will be reported at the 1958 synodical convention. 

Your Board engaged the services of Dr. Orville Dahl, who has done similar work 
for a number of Lutheran colleges and seminaries, to make a thorough plant study of 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary in relation to its present and future 
needs. Dr. Dahl's findings were not received in time to be included in this pre-print, 
but will be available at the Synod meeting.

Ihe estimates of cost based on current reports foe colleges universities 

in leading educational periodicals such as College and University Business: the costs 
of various types of dormitory facilities have been checked with the American Council 
on Educations’ comprehensive study Financing of College and University Student 
Permanent Housing; the costs of master planning are the product of consulting with 
more than fifteen Lutheran colleges and seminaries and an analysis of more than 
$40,000,000 of planning of capital expenditures in institutions of. higher learning 
in the past two years. While there exists a substantial range between the high and 
low costs of all types of college facilities, it is possible to envision a median * into 
which an institution can venture with the tight architectural guidance. 
3. THE SEMINARY AND THE FUTURE: Northwestern Lutheran Theological 
Seminary is the tenth, in chronological order, of the twelve theological seminaries of 
U.L.C.A., eight of which are in the United States, two in Canada, one in Japan, 
and one in India. During the 1957-58 academic year there were eleven fulltime and 
part-time teachers on the faculty and seventy- -three students. Five additional students 
were in an interne status. 

When the baptized membership of the Northwest Synod of 134,000 is added to 
the baptized membership of the Minnesota, Red River Valley, and Superior Confer- 
ences of the Augustana Evangelical Lutheran Church of 200,000 more than 334,000 
baptized members will be in the states of North and South Dakota, Minnesota, and 
Wisconsin, the territory which would probably look at the Seminary in Minneapolis as 
its own. This affiliation will probably take several years, but the speculation warrants 
the assumption that these special circumstances can influence the future growth and, 


hence, the future role, of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary in the Church. 


Among other conclusions which can be reached are: first, that almost 700 congrega- 
tions are in the territory described with a potential need of pastors considerably be- 
yond the constituence which the Seminary now serves; and, second, that there will be 


an increasing availability of qualified students. 


Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary fiither ‘enjoys the assets of being 
situated in a metropolitan area in which exists one of the largest concentrations of 
Lutherans in America. Such an area holds attractions for professional men and women, 
including teachers. Such an area also furnishes a large number of field work oppor- 
tunities for both faculty members and students, a salutary condition in professional and 
graduate schools. Finally, this area will provide a substantial number of job oppor- 
tunities for students seeking part-time employment, an asset which, when available, 


tends to stimulate student enrollments. 


Schools of theology. as well as colleges and universities, aré confronted with the 


primary problem of adjusting themselves to increasing enrollments. Behind this trend 


looms a double-edged condition: on the one hand there is the increasing demand of 
students for graduate and professional work, reflecting our rising population, but also 
representing an ever-increasing desire among young people to train for one of the tra- 
ditional professions; while on the other hand, the professions or services themselves 
feel inner pressure to enlarge their memberships in order to meet the demands of Amer- | 


ican society. The clergy, viewed as a professional class, is not an exception to this 


condition. More to the point, probably, would be to refer to this increased demand 
for clergymen as one of the indications of the extensive religious revival which is appar- 
ent on every hand. When the foregoing developments are stimulated by organized 
, of recruiting, training, and placing of clergymen, as the dramatic growth of 
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the Lutheran Church has prompted it to organize, then there must be an acceptance 
of the consequences at the educational level. Lutheran church bodies cannot urge an 
increasing number of young men to enter the ministry without making provision for 
‘their proper theological education. Church growth, plus recruitment, plus popula- 
tion increases, plus earlier retirement of clergymen, plus the re-orientations caused by 
mergers, are all factors at work suggesting that Northwestern Lutheran Theological 
Seminary faces the task of meeting an increasing number of applications for admission 
and, consequently, the need for additional facilities of every kind. The role which 
the Seminary can assume in the life of its Church will depend upon the manner in 
which it can effectuate the plans it must evolve to be of greater service. 


As we ponder these situations it appears to be sensible to assume that Northwestern 
Lutheran Theological Seminary will be affected by: ; 


a. The continuing growth of the Synod of the Northwest: 


b. The potentials of constituency relationships if the United Lutheran Church in 
America and the Augustana Evangelical Lutheran Church merge; 


a 1 increasing demands to raise the qualitative standards of theological educa- 
tion; a 
d. The recruitment program of the bene seeking to direct more young men into 
the Holy ministry. 1 

Three of the foregoing—a, e. amit d—are existing conditions which suggest that the 
Seminary's enrollment could be increased substantially, if not doubled within the next 
decade. If possibility (b) is realized, the number of congregations involved suggest 
that the Seminary's enrollment could triple, or exceed 200 students. 

It should be noted that all of the theological seminaries of the U. L. C. A., with the 
exception of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary and Pacific Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary, have what could be called feeder colleges. The transfer of Car- 


thage College from Illinois to Wisconsin might bring into the supporting Synod of | 


the Seminary a four-year liberal arts college. If the proposed merger eventuates, in time 
there could also be a new orientation with Gustavus Adolphus College. Of the present 
fulltime students at the Seminary, 36 originated in Lutheran colleges: 20 originated in 
colleges of the U. L. C. A.: 16 originated in non-U.L.C.A. Lutheran colleges; 13 
attended Lutheran colleges in Minnesota; and, 23 attended Lutheran colleges outside 
of Minnesota. Of interest here is the origin of 15 students at the University of Min- 
nesota, the largest number from a single institution. A review of the students enrolled 
in other U. L. C. A. seminaries will substantiate the well known fact that the majority 
of students originate in an area of approximately 100 mile radius of these institutions 
and are more directly affected by undergraduate colleges of the Church than is North- 
western Lutheran Theological Seminary. The lack of direct affiliation, through a 
synodical structure, with a liberal arts college is further demonstrated by the fact that 
more than 25 colleges and universities are represented in the relatively small enroll- 
ment of the Seminary. This wide distribution of student sources is not a negative 
factor, and may even be considered by many as an educational virtue, but it serves 
to illustrate that the Seminary must keep an unusually wide constituency informed in 
order to obtain its students, and that no single source of students exists among the 
church colleges which are the primary influences upon vocational choice in the field of 


theological education. It is obvious that if the present random sources of students 


could be further developed together with a similar development in one or two liberal 
arts colleges within the Synod the student body would not only be stabilized but 
enlarged. 

When the future role of the Seminary is evaluated it may, finally, be necessary to 
consider the distant possibility of the merger of the church bodies in the National 
Lutheran Council. If such a development takes place, in this generation or the next, 
the role of the Seminary could be affected by the ultimate decisions concerning the 
disposition of Luther Theological Seminary in St. Paul. Completely objective long- 
ronge planning can be cloudy at this point, and there appears to be no alternative 
but to continue to conform to patterns which treat such a development as only a 
remote possibility. Were such a historic eventuality to be considered seriously in this 
survey, a completely new analysis 1 be made based on other assumptions than 
those in this 
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Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary must continue to develop and mature 
internally, as all good schools seek to do; it must, as a relatively young institution, 
continue to strive to improve its academic program as well as its physical plant; and 
it must prepare for increased service to students who, in increasing numbers, will seek 


to answer the call to * the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


IV. OBJECTIVE—A Be 


(To evaluate the physical condition of the Ablegen of the Seminary and 


determine the costs which would be involved in modernizing them.) 


The following is designed to show the existing conditions, suggestions for odie. 
izing, and estimated costs of improving the present buildings of the Seminary. The 
estimated costs are general and not guarantecd costs. Furthermore, the following ma- 
terials cover only those items which are considered to be the minimum needs to bring 
the physical plant to the level of efficiency which a professional school like the Sem 
inary ought to enjoy. 

It should be noted that revised building codes may require improvements beyond 
these recommendations, such as the fire proofing of the boiler rooms. In other 
instances more extensive improvements may be needed due to unforeseen conditions 
being revealed once modernization is underway. Finally, insurance rates may dictate 
construction changes or modifications.

The above improvements will not permit any substantial expansion of the academic 
program, faculty offices, or administrative facilities.

However, such an expansion can occur at the present time 
without a program of modernization. 
| 2. Quantitatively, the library would be more effective by a program of iipide 

remodeling which would make for a more effective system of <i books and 
providing additional study facilities. 

3. The qualitative elements in the ndnd are bee affected by more efficient 
equipment, better working environment, and good operation. Such efficiencies increase 
the effectiveness of a teachers work schedule. The lack of proper storage and organ- 
ization of audio-visual equipment, for example, reduces a teacher's effectiveness, while 
the availability of such equipment when needed, in good condition, affects ihe er 
of classroom work. 

4. In so far as providing the means whereby the Sandee can athe to appre- 

ciably expand its academic program and teaching staff, and, thereby, student enroll- 
ment, the modernization program—although W not achieve those results. 


B. Auxiliary Enterprises: 


1. Housing —single students The modernization of Scamp Hall will make the 
accommodations in this residence hall more comfortable but it will not permit any 
substantial increase in the residents. 

2. Housing—married students—The modernization of ithe existing housing 
facilities for married students will not permit these facilities to house more families. 

3. Feeding facilities—A remodeling of the boarding club, or organizing this 
auxiliary enterprise as a cafeteria would permit a substantial increase in its services. 
Such a change however, would/should be accompanied by a change in the type of 
management which now places this responsibility in student hands—a responsibility 
for which they are not trained. Student management is a vestigial remnant of the past. 


C. Student Activities: 


The modernization program is necessary * the eee 4 the physical plant, 
but such a program will not increase the facilities available for student activities. They 
will increase the effectiveness of those which exist, but new and different facilities will 


be needed to accomplish and effectuate an enlarged program of this kind.

Aa: Introduction: 


1. From an organizational poet of view there appears to be three types of theo- 
logical seminaries in America: first, the type which is an integral or affiliated part of a 
larger system such as a university. Such a school of theology, or divinity school. 
enjoys by this association the use of many facilities which it ordinarily would not 
have at its disposal. In such instances the actual theological school can be housed in a 
single building devoted to academic pursu‘ts because the questions of housing, feed- 
ing, recreation, and student activities are solved by the total institution of whack it is a 
part. 

_ Secondly, theological schools may be located near, or be a part 8 colleges. In sich 
situations the theological school enjoys the use of facilities comparable to the —e 
which is a part of a university system. 
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- Thitdly, theological schools are independent institutions which. occupy their own 


campuses and are not affiliated with a larger institution. In such situations a more 


complete physical plant must eventually be constructed because it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to share facilities with others. Furthermore, what the theological school 
must eventually obtain is a complete facility in many shared fields, such as a library, 
classroom building, chapel, student center, and gymnasium. 

2. Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary is located on the immediate 
_ periphery of the main business section of Minneapolis. Commercial establishments have 


gradually encroached on a park area featuring the Minneapolis Art Institute until major 7 


structures are now in the same city block as the Seminary. It is obvious that in the 
block bounded by First and Stevens Avenues and Franklin and Twenty-Second Street 
.the only available additional parcel of land which might become a part of the campus 
proper is the property behind Jensen Hall. There appears to be no opportunity to 
expand the core-campus without the expenditure of several hundred thousands of 


dollars. It is doubtful that even this n. procedure would ultimately lead to 


more than an acre or two of land. 

3. The Seminary now has a „i- eme with Stump Hall one block away. 
Jouno Hall one block away, Reed Hall about seven blocks away. These are not serious 
conditions, but they serve to illustrate the pattern of growth which the Seminary will 
probably continue to experience. Eventually, however, the Seminary will reach a 
saturation point in this type of a policy because the buildings which: are 5 * 
be in an intimate orientation with Passavant Hall. 


8. Recommended Facilities ond Their Location: 


1. Library addition The library should be designed to house a minimum of sixty 
thousand volumes and provide study space for about 125 students. If the Seminary 
wishes to develop its present campus, Jensen Hall should be remodeled as suggested and 
in addition the building should be extended towards Franklin Avenue. A three floor 
addition devoted to stack space could be designed. These floors ought to provide about 
10,000 square feet of floor space. The estimated cost is $150,000. 

2. Chapel and Classroom addition—The removal of the carriage entrance on 
Jensen Hall would permit the construction of a building unit between Jensen and Passa- 
vant which could provide for a chapel which could seat 250-350 persons, administrative 
and faculty offices, and 4-10 classrooms, conference rooms and seminar rooms. The 
north side of this building could be four floors in height because of the contour of 
the campus. It is estimated that a building containing from 8,000 to 14,000 square 
555 91 * space could be constructed. The estimated cost ranges from $125,000 to 
$ 0 

3. Gerberding Hall should: be razed, if the Seminary remains on its present site. 
_and in this area a dormitory for single men could be constructed which would house 
about 60 students. It would be possible to attach this buildings by covered ramp, 
with Passavant Hall. The estimated cost is $250,000. 


4. Student Center—It might be possible to remodel Passavant * make of it the 


Student Center. In this building could be placed the central dining hall or cafeteria, 
student offices, conference rooms, a book store, and guest rooms. Such a development 
would follow in the lines of the total plan suggested. It might be possible to use a 
portion of the unit between Jensen and Passavant, espec especially the north end, for a 
Student Center. 

5. Parking Area—lIf it were possible to obtain the property behind Jensea Hall, 
the building, depending on its condition, could be razed and this area used for institu- 


tional parking. Some —_— of this kind ‘should be followed in dener to obtain 


some parking area.

Vil. CONCLUSION 


Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary appears to have a meaningful future. 
It is still a young institution, and as the Church grows, so will this Seminary. As a 
separate and independent theological school it will eventually be faced with the need to 
provide all, and more, of the facilities herein described. The basic question with which 
its governing board and constituency must wrestle is whether or not to expend sums 


in the realm suggested on the institution in its present location, or whether to dispose 
of the present building and invest its funds in a new seminary campus and physical plant 
on a new site. Prayerful attention must be given to this issue. We cannot clearly see 


the future but there are enough signs to cause us to sense and feel and reason that the 


_ disadvantages ef the present location outweigh its advantages. Many colleges and 


universities have moved to new sites, and after decades of service. Many times such a 
change brings new vitality and perspectives to all associated with the responsibilities 
involved. May the Lord guide the Synod of the Northwest as it ponders this question. 

In conclusion, and as a personal note, it is my conviction that Northwestern Luth- 
eran Theological Seminary would be justified if its present buildings were sold, a new 
site procured, and a new seminary designed. I believe such a dramatic course of action 
would ultimately—within ten, and possibly five years—cost no more, and probably 
less than seeking to remodel and modernize that which it now has. May I add that 
rae a course of action appears to be the concensus of the majority of the Seminary 
aculty. 

If l I shall be happy to extend this survey by suggesting the nature, type, 
and estimated costs of the facilities which could be incorporated into a new seminary. 
This is a subject, however, which is not included in my present commission. 

In the finalized report, drawings incorporating the contents of this 5 of mod- 


ernization, remodeling, and expansion will be supplied. 


VIII. ESTABLISHMENT OF "SEMINARY DAY"

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSION COMMITTEE 


The command of Christ to go into all parts of the world to preach the Gospel rings 
in the ears of every true Christian. 

The Church has set up a committee and given it the specific task of taking the Gospel 
to those beyond our shores. The Synodical Foreign Mission Committee echoes the task 


of that committee: 
Publish glad tidings-—tidings of peace. 
Tidings of Jesus—redemption and release. 
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The committee, through letters and the Synodical bulletin, has 1 to eae 
the members of the Synod informed as to the needs of the Foreign Mission Board 
and to stimulate their interest in foreign missions. The committee has recommended 
the use of films, film - strips, and printed materials. 

The Epiphany Appeal from the Synod of the Northwest for Liberia totaled 
$4,587.01. The gross receipts were $80,503.97. 

In 1957 the Treasurer of Synod reports $6, 815. 04 received from Sunday School, 
and $23,173.63 from congregations for foreign mission work. 


The 1957 appeal was for funds for three youth camps for Japan. It is not too 
late to contribute to this worthy cause. Every Sunday School should have a part in 


this important Missionary project. By March 14th, 1958, $801.24 was contributed 


through our Sunday Schools. 
At present 20 students are enrolled in the new hii of missions in ch Of 


this number 12 are from the U. L. C. A., and 8 are members of the Augustana Lutheran 


Church. 

A new feature which has started in the Synedical bulletin is a picture and a bio- 
graphical sketch of a missionary supported by some church in Synod. This will help 
us to become more acquainted with the missionary and create more interest in the field 
where he serves.

Article VII, Section 5 (new section) 


Any person elected to more than one board or committee shall choose the 


one on which he prefers to serve. 

Article VIII, Section 4, to be amended as follows: : 

Fourth Sentence, change the word two' to three, as to read: ‘Their 
terms of office shall be three years. : 
Fifth Sentence, insert the word secretary after the word President.“ 
and substitute the word successive for the word alternate, so as to 
read: The president, secretary and lay member of the executive com- 
mittee shall be elected at successive meetings. 

The above proposed amendments have been approved by the Committed on 

Constitutions of the United Lutheran Church in America. The following com- 

ment was added: Although this committee is hereby approving the proposed 

amendments, we suggest the desirability of the synod’s reconsidering the de- 
sirability of the limiting the number of consecutive terms that the President 
and Treasurer may serve. Such a limitation may result in limiting the freedom 

of the synod to choose the ablest leadership available and might also result in a 

needless hardship to a man whom it had honored with four consecutive terms. 

The Constitution committee of the synod has considered the above amendments 

in the light of the suggestion of the Committee on Constitution of the ULCA, 

and recommends that the amendments be adopted as presented. 


Suggested amendments to the Synodical Constitution: 
Article IX, Section 2, Item A. Number I. 


First Sentence, change the word three to five, so that the synodical 


constitution will be in agreement with the model constitution for congre- 
gations. The wording would be: If serious charges of having committed 
any of the offences named in Section I of this article be made in writing to a 
church council against a pastor, signed by five voting members in good 
standing. 
The committee was consulted by several congregations | regarding changes being 
considered to their constitutions. Requests were made of the committee regarding 
interpretation, one which should be published. In connection with the deter- 


mination of quorms for congregational business meetings, especially when a2 
pastor is being called, when a congregation is voting upon the resignation of a2 
pastor, or when the congregation is considering financial obligations which require 
a certain quorm, only members in good standing over 21 years of age should. 


be considered in determining the quorm and if a quorm is present. Confirmed 
members under 21 years of age should not be considered. The committee appre- 
ciates the cooperation given and reminds the congregations and pastors that the 
Synodical Constitution in Article IV, Section (A), requires that proposed 


amendments or revisions of congregational constitutions be reported to the 


synodical president for information, and if adopted by the —— e r be 


reported to the nen eee for record.

REPORT OF THE CARTHAGE COLLEGE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


At the moment, American education is passing through a period of serious self- 
examination, experimentation and alteration. We are all aware of what Sputnik did 
to smash the public complacency toward education, bring scientific study to the fore, 
and challenge our nation’s educational program. 

In the midst of these mighty changes and challenges to action, there are two basic 
beliefs to which we must cling. Like chart and compass they help to guide us through 
strange seas but they themselves remain constant. One is a belief in the primary worth 
of the liberal arts. Against all that would crib and confine our program to that which 
is practical, or scientific, we need to hold out for a breadth of thought and knowledge, 
and a centering of education in man, not machines, which has always characterized the 
field of liberal education. Furthermore, there is already evidence of drastic reductions 
in estimates of the number of scientists needed. Secondly, we need to underscore the | 
eternal truths, the spiritual values, which give life meaning, perspective, values and 
goals regardless of the degree of change swirling around us. As never before, the 
Christian liberal-arts college stands at the focal point of today’s educational needs. 

Enrollment at the College this fall has been a matter of much gratification to the 
entire administration. Although enrollments are generally supposed to be increasing 
throughout the country at a rapid rate, it is still a year or two ahead of the time when 
the colleges will be strongly affected. For the nation as a whole, private institutions 
expanded by 1.8 percent. In contrast to this, Carthage College increased almost ten 
percent, from 417 to 453. As this matter has been discussed at length in administra- 
tive circles we can account for it only on the basis of the greatly expanded publicity 
which the College is receiving because of the second campus, and a careful attempt to 


hold every worthwhile student already on campus. Articles about the second campus, 


appearing in big city newspapers, have brought the name of the College before hun- 


dreds of thousands of people who ordinarily do not hear of us or have considered us 


to be rather dormant. At the same time, the discussion of this subject in the synods has 
emphasized the program of our church college in the minds of our pastors and lay 
delegates. 

It is good to be able to seat that not only have we increased our enrollment at 
the College, but the freshman class is generally considered to be of higher calibre 3 
any we have had for some time. Evening enrollment also jumped substantially to 
our total enrollment for the semester higher than the five hundred mark for the oa 
time in the six years of the present administration. 

Applications for next year are running very sebstantially ahead of last year, but it 
is too early to establish a trend. It may well be that students are applying much 
earlier than usual because of nationwide publicity stressing the fact that colleges are 
crowded. For the same reason young people are making multiple applications so that 
many names now being processed will not take advantage of their acceptance for matric- 
ulation with us. Our constituency is urged to direct good students of character to their 
church college and encourage them to enroll at Carthage at an early date. 
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With the bie of the army buildings still used for a portion of the men’s hous- 
ing, campus buildings are being maintained at a good level. The College Dining Room 
was expanded over the summer to meet the increased enrollment of this year and 
next, and in the process considerable beauty and dignity were added to the room. 

The greatest needs of Carthage College continue to be those of a financial nature. 
A glaring deficiency in this area is our lack of endowed scholarships. Carthage must 
continue to attract and hold students in the upper five or ten percent ‘of their high 
school class. Yet these students are now being offered by other schools substantial 
financial help through scholarships. If we do not match these offers, at least in part, 
we can count on a lowering of the general academic level of our student body as 
young people of that calibre attend elsewhere. This would not only produce an un- 
favorable comparison between Carthage and other colleges, but would unsettle our 
faculty since the better teachers will not remain at a school where academic standards 
are low. Consequently, Carthage has offered scholarships and taken the money from 
our current fund. The same is true of our numerous and costly congregational scholar- 
ships. In the proposed budget the sum of $55,000 is budgeted for this item. If any- 
thing, this sum is just a little low. To meet this figure of $55,000, we have an 
endowment for scholarships of about $16,000, bringing an annual return of six or 
seven hundred dollars. It is not difficult to see the burden this places on the adminis- 
tration to conserve all along the line in order to provide the $55,000 for scholarships 
out of the current fund without driving that fund into the red. The need for en- 
dowed scholarships is delineated in the hope that gifts for this cause may be forthcom- 
ing from individuals and groups in our congregations. 

Another financial need is in the area of faculty salaries where we still do not aver- 
age $5,000 a year for nine months of teaching, although the average for the 1958-59 
school year will finally rise above that level. Immediately ahead of us lies a period 
when there will be a scarcity of college teachers and the salary scale will rise sharply 
on the basis of the economic law of supply and demand. Carthage will have to in- 
crease salaries by at least three to five hundred dollars per year regularly during the 
next several years. The only way to secure the necessary funds for this would appear 
to be increased tuition charges. Carthage students pay a smaller percentage of their 
educational costs than do students at most private liberal arts colleges. During the 
1956-57 school year a Carthage student paid only thirty-six percent of his educa- 
tional cost, exclusive of room and board. In the absence of a large endowment we 
especially need to lay a heavier burden of financing on those who receive the greatest 
benefit. During the past decade good schools have raised their tuition rates steadily 

and will continue to do so. Along with such increases, however, scholarships and 

grants-in-aid must also expand so that the poor but deserving student is not barred. © 


There are many financial needs of the institution that are unmet. It becomes in- 
creasingly more difficult to operate on a balanced budget. The next school year may 
well be one in which it is not possible for the College to stay out of the red. The 
strong and generous financial assistance of the Northwest Synod is thus not only a 
deeply appreciated, but also a very necessary, aid to college financing. Administration, 
faculty, and the Board of Trustees express their thanks to the Northwest Synod for 
its annual appropriation to the College. At the same time we are forced to point to 
the need for larger sums as soon as it becomes possible in the Synod budget. 

A review of what has been taking place in regard to the establishment of the 
Kenosha campus will be of interest. Late in December, 1957, the group of people in 
Kenosha who are interested in securing a campus site there for Carthage College pur- 
chased from the City of Kenosha the sixty-eight acres of Alford Park on the shores | 
of Lake Michigan which our Board members examined in the special meeting last fall. 
The deed for this highly desirable land has now been recorded in the name of the 
College and a copy is in the College vault. By this gift Carthage has increased its 


assets considerably. One architect who has served a large number of colleges reported 


that this was the most beautiful campus site he had ever seen. In seeking $50,000 


with which to purchase this site, the Kenosha committee raised approximately 856.800. 


The additional $6,800 is being turned over to the College as the start of a building 
} fund for the new campus. Only a few people raised this amount of money, several 
giving $5,000, and only one of the group had previously been a benefactor of Carth- 
gage College. This is an indication of the potential which is now opened to the Col- 
lege in the way of having friends of wealth take an interest in our cause, 
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The future is challenging, it opens great possibilities, it will require much faith.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE o 
~ SOCIAL MISSIONS 


_ Although we are admonished, indeed charged, with the responsibility to love our 
neighbor, to visit the sick and imprisoned, to aid the widowed and orphaned, our 
base selfishness prevents a Christ-like response to the needs of the helpless and hopeless 
in our midst. Because of our unworthy response the welfare agencies on the territory | 
of Synod cannot adequately meet even minimal service demands. With a rapidly ex- 
panding population, new pressures confront our inner mission agencies. There are 
now more unwed mothers, younger women with more severe personal problems, 
chaplaincy services are increasing in demand, juvenile delinquency grows boundlessly, 
marital and family conflict continuously confronts us, and there is an ever increasing 
number of aging persons for whom we must provide service and recognition. Our 
agencies cannot respond to these desperate needs because of LEN CEE ae N 
and the lack of trained social workers and chaplains. | 
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Despite these limitations, the four nee Lutheras Welfare agencies on the 
territory of Synod expended over a million dollars in providing compassionate and 
effective services to suffeting people in our midst. The Synod of the Northwest and 
its congregations contributed $55,611 ot this million dollars. Our congregations in 

Wisconsin and North Dakota gave substantial and necessary support to the Lutheran 
Welfare Societies in those states. Minnesota congregations were much less effective 
supporters of their Lutheran Welfare Societies. 

ithin the past several years, significant developments have occurred in providing 
services to the aging. Milwaukee area congregations are banding together to establish 

a comprehensive residential and non-residential program for the aging. A goal of 
$500,000 for this program has been established. The Central Conference is establish- 
ing Martin Luther Manor as a residential facility for the retired. A fund drive for 
$500,000 has been in process for over a year. Response has been poor, to date only 
$198,000 has been pledged. 

During the year, the Social Missions Committee met with Dr. Harold Haas, Execu- 
tive Secretary, Board of Social Missions, United Lutheran Church in America. From 
this meeting recommendations will be presented to Synod concerning social action 
projects recommended by the United Lutheran Church of America to the several synods 
for study, relationships of the several Lutheran Welfare Societies on the territory of 
Synod to the Synod and the development of some device for recognition of Lutheran 
health and welfare agencies within the territory of Synod. 

Need and misery abound in our midst. It is increasing! The Social Missions Com- 
mittee is gravely concerned that our congregations appropriately respond to this chal- 
lenge of responsibility. This must be done by study and growing awareness of the 
social problems that now exists and by knowledge and support of the agencies and 
institutions that serve in our behalf as helping extensions of our ‘congregations. 


We shall serve those persons in travail, those who ate heavy laden, even as Christ

3.; Also not included in the statistical chart is the preaching aspect of our ministry 
on two campuses. An average of 50 students attend Sunday morning chapel services 
at one school, and an average of 265 at another. Attendance at Wednesday evening 
Lenten services averaged 175 at the latter campus, 210 attending the Ash Wednesday 
service of Holy Communion. Students in Bible study groups on all campuses certainly 
total in the hundreds, as do those receiving personal counselling from our professional 
staff people. 

4. A number of 8 in the Total“ column point to the importance of our 
ministry to our students at non- church colleges and universities: 


a. There are a total of 22,100 NLC students on the non-church campuses of our 


Synod's territory. This is only 6,000 short of the total number of students 
attending all Lutheran church institutions of higher learning, including Missouri 
Synod's, in the entire country. 

b. Items 15 and 16 show a total of 1, 156 students taking credit and non-credit 


courses in religion on a college level under the auspices of our various Lutheran © 


foundations. Subjects taught include Old and New Testament, Christian 
Doctrine, Christian Ethics, Church History, Marriage and the Family, and others. 
We consider this one of the most effective ways our church follows its students 


to the campus and insures that as their knowledge in other fields grows, their 


knowledge and understanding of their Christian faith and heritage keeps pace. 
c. Items 17 through 20 add up to a total of 124 young people from our state 
colleges going into full-time church or social work. While our main job on 
the state campuses is to help students become Christian engineers, doctors, 


nurses, teachers and lawyers, yet the number going into full-time church service 


is impressive. Until recently, we have thought only of our church schools as 
producers of church workers and leaders. The fact is that 80% of our Lutheran 
young people who go to institutions of higher learning go to non-church schools. 
it we are to meet the church’s present and ever-growing critical shortage of 
clerical and lay leadership, our plans for the future cannot avoid providing our 
ministry to the state campuses with the same loyal concern and financial support

This is the ected year in which Dr. Shelhart has been e with ebene 
tive rather than organization work. As Director of Home Missions for the Synod 
more and more responsibility has been put in his hands, especially in the area of mission

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The Board of American Missions 


The Board of American Missions of the ULCA came into its present e in 1926 
by merger of five boards previously engaged in such work. Before that date the Board 
furnished all field missionaries on our territory, sometimes as many as four working 
——— one in each of the states of Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota and 

ontana. 

After 1926 the Board of American Missions asked the synods to assume more 
responsibility for the payment of field missionaries, at least one-half plus expenses. 
In 1938 Northwest Synod paid the salary of its synodical missionary in full—and 
he was Dr. Shelhart.. Thereafter, other synodical missionaries were added to the staff. 
In 1946 Synod was directed to have four missionaries in this category. In the inter- 
vening years the Synod hes authorized the Executive Committee to use its discretion in 
determining whether a man should be called as a synodical missionary or a mission 
organizer. In the ULCA the trend was away from synodical missionaries and toward 
mission organizers. Complete cooperation with the national Board of American Mis- 
sions would contemplate 

a) discontinuance of synodical missionaries 

b) discontinuance of synodical help for property and building 

c) Board of American Missions to call and pay all organizers | 
d) Board of American Missions to finance all property and building operations. 
Synod would be responsible for adequate administrative staff probably two men. 


The 1928 minutes of the United Lutheran Church say: “The Executive Secretary 
has stood on the mountain top and surveyed our mission fields from Halifax, Nova 
Scotia to Hollywood, California, and from British Columbia to the West Indies.

On December 31. 1957 Mr. Home Missions, the Rev. R. H. Gerberding. D. D., 
1922-27 Field Missionary in Minnesota: 1927-1949 President of Northwest Synod; 
1949-1958 Executive Secretary of the Board of American Missions retired from that 
arduous office and has come back to be our neighbor again. It seems eminently fitting 
that two months before Dr. Gerberding’s retirement, the Rev. Merle Franke, 1948-54 
missionary in the Virgin Islands; 1954-57 synodical missionary in Minnesota, was 
called to be Secretary of English Missions of the Board of American Missions. And 
to add fuller flavor Dr. H. T. Rasmussen is president, and the Rev, Frederick Ludwig 

is secretary of the Board. |

3 HOME MISSION DIRECTOR 


| Sede! 1. 1958, will complete twenty years of being under call by the Synod of the 
Northwest as a Synodical Missionary. In these twenty years, with the expanding Home 
Mission program of the Synod. the duties assigned this missionary have been expanded 


and changed with the changing and expanding program. Your missionary began work 


in 1938 as the lone synodical missionary and mission developer in Synod. Since that 
time the Home Mission effort of Synod has expanded until at one time there were six 
pastors within the Synod developing congregations at the same time. By the time of 


the synodical convention for which this report is being prepared there will be eight — 
men under call as synodical missionaries or mission developers within the Synod. _ 


There are now fifty-nine 2 on the roll of Synod that have been organized 
within the past twenty y Twenty-four of these congregations came into existence in 
the decade 1938-1947. ey the decade 1948-1957 thirty-five congregations now on the 
roll of Synod were organized. Of these thirty-five, twenty-nine have been organized 
since 1950. There will be more new congregations admitted into the membership 

of Synod at the convention when this report is presented. 

In 1951 your missionary was given additional duties and named the Synodical 
Missionary in Charge of Survey. Since then he has been able to scout over the whole 
area of Synod, looking up prospective home mission fields. He believes it is due to 
this activity. more than anything else, that fields have been found where twenty-nine | 

congregations could be organized in the years since 1950. In May, 1955, he was 

designated to de the Synodical Missionary in Charge of Survey and Organization. In 
May, 1957, by action of the synodical Executive Committee, with the approval of the 
_ ~Synod, he was made Home Mission Director with duties to include all areas of home 
mission administration work, and to function. under the supervision of the president 
who retains the position of Superintendent of Home Missions. 75 

Being under call to be a Synodical Missionary, your missionary, by special assignment 
of the Synodical Executive Committee, serves as Synodical Director of Home Missions. 
A synodical missionary is not an officer of the Synod but an employee of the Synod and 
the activities of this office are under the direction and supervision of the Synodical 
Superintendent of Home Missions and the Synodical Executive Committee which serves 
as the Synodical Board of Home Missions. 7 

A complete report of the Home Mission activities of the Synod is given by the 
Synodical Home Mission Board and the Synodical Superintendent of Missions. The 
activities reported here are those of the Synodical Missionary g him as Director 
of Home Missions. 

The activities assigned include the scouting for and the spottin i 22 e 
home mission fields, clearing of fields through the several National . ncil 
Regional Home Mission Committees on our territory, surveying and canvassing fields. 
the overseeing of the organization of congregations on fields as they are entered and 
such other activities as may be assigned by the Synodical. e eee * Home 
Missions and the Synodical Home Mission Board. 5 
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During the past sy nodical year your missionary has traveled the length and breadth 
of the synodical territory seeking to spot prospective fields. He has given special 
attention to the growing metropolitan areas about Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and the 
Twin Cities of Minnesota, but he has also tried to keep in touch with other develop- 
ments over our vast territory. In September, 1957, he made a scouting survey of 
the whole state of South Dakota to determine what possibilities there might be in 
that state for The United Lutheran Church and the Synod of the Northwest. Accord- 
ing to the geographical description of the territory of the Synod of the Northwest by 
: The United Lutheran Church, South Dakota is a part of our territory. | 

Your missionary has worked in close cooperation with the representatives of The 
United Lutheran Church on the Regional Committees in Wisconsin, Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, and Montana. He continues to serve as one of the representatives 

of The United Lutheran Church on the Madison (Wisconsin and Upper Michigan) 
Regional Committee. In addition to attending the meetings of the Madison Regional 
Committee he has attended meetings of the Minnesota Regional Committee. | 
During the past synodical year seven fields that have been cleared through the 

Regional Committees and assigned to the Synod of the Northwest. were canvassed by 
this missionary personally. The fields canvassed during the year are: Tuckaway, Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, Golden Hill, Rochester, Minnesota; Crystal, Minneapolis, Min- 
nesota; Capitol Drive, Milwaukee, Wisconsin; Sussex, Wisconsin; Allouez, Green 
Bay, Wisconsin and Columbia Heights, Minneapolis, Minnesota. A total of 6,371 
homes were canvassed, More fields are scheduled for canvassing in the immediate future. 

At the time of the 1957 synodical convention fields in Southwest Neenah, Wiscon- 
sin and Parker's Lake, Minnesota, had just been entered. Since then we have entered 
fields in Southwest Fargo, North Dakota; Crystal, Minneapolis, Minnesota, and Tuck- 
away, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. At this writing the entering of fields in Columbia 
Heights, Minneapolis and Golden Hill, Rochester, Minnesota, has been ordered and 
mission developers have been called to them by the Board of American Missions. 

At the time of this writing a congregation has been organized in Southwest Nee- 
nah, Wisconsin, and there is a strong possibility that a congregation will be organized 
at Parker's Lake, Minnesota, by the time of the synodical convention. On the three 
fields entered during the past year congregations are in the process of organization and 
some of them may be far enough advanced in organizational procedure to apply for 
membership in Synod at the convention for which this report is being prepared. It is 
hoped that congregations will be organized in Columbia Heights, Minneapolis and 
Golden Hill, Rochester, Minnesota, during the coming year. 

Considering fields occupied during the past synodical year, fields about to be occu- 
pied, fields requested by us, denied to us or surrendered by us, at this writing the 
status of fields still standing as assigned to the Synod of the Northwest or requested 
by the Synod of the Northwest through the Regional Committees is as follows: 
In Wisconsin we have seven fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and two 

for anticipated occupancy. We have requests standing before the Madison Regional 


Committee for two fields for regular occupancy and one for anticipated occupancy. 


In Minnesota we have five fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and two for 
anticipated occupancy while we have standing before the Minnesota Reyional Com- 
mittee our request for two more fields for anticipated occupancy. 

In North Dakota we hold two fields for anticipated occupancy. 

In South Dakota we have requests standing before the Sioux Falls Regional Com- 
mittee for five fields to be assigned to us for regular occupancy. 

In Montana we have two fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and have 
three for anticipated occupancy while we have applied for one field for anticipated 
occupancy and one for limited occupancy. 

In addition to the activities described above, this missionary, at the direction of the 


President of Synod, has supplied pulpits and filled preaching appointments as re- 


quested. He has installed two pastors and preached at several dedication services. He 
has acted at the direction of the President in such areas of Home Mission administra- 
tive work as he has been assigned. He has made effort to assist mission congregations 
using temporary mission housing properties owned or financed by the Synod to take 
title to these properties and to finance them as their own through the Division of 
Church Extension of the Board of American Missions. Too, he has acted regarding 
properties that have been purchased by Synod and congregations for future church 
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sites, in having these properties approved by the Division of Research and Survey of 


the Board of American Missions. His effort in congregational financing and site ap- 
provals continues. 

Your missionary has served as missioner for the United Lutheran Church Evan- 
gelism Missions at St. Matthew's, Davenport, Iowa: St. John's, Killdeer, North Da- 
kota; Holy Trinity, Superior, Wisconsin, and St. Philip's, Parker's Lake, Minnesota. 


With the expanding Home Mission program there has been an expanding of Home | 


Mission problems. The two big problems that still face us are the problems of men 
and money. But along with these two problems is the urgent problem of finding 
meeting places for beginning congregations. With much of our work being done in 


the expanding residential edge of the growing metropolitan areas it is increasingly dif- 


ficule to rent buildings suitable for the use of beginning congregations as a place of 
worship. According to the direction of The United Lutheran Church provision for 
temporary quarters for new mission groups and equipment for services is the function 
of the local synod. It is provision for such temporary quarters and the financing of 
them that has consumed a great deal of this missionary's time during the past synodical 
year. We must continue to face the problem and make effort to solve it in cooperation 
with the Board of American Missions. : 

The increased assignments given this missionary have brought him more and more 
into contact with the whole Home Mission program of the Synod. He has learned 
much during the past year regarding the whole program, its relationship to the Board 
of American Missions of The United Lutheran Church and in particular its relation- 
ship to the Division of Church Extension. It was his privilege to sit in on the meet- 
ing of the Board Staff and the Board of American Missions in Atlantic City in January, 
1958. It is his intention to give himself to the cause of Home Missions as long as the 
Synod of the Northwest chooses to have him work in this capacity. The things learned 
in the past year will be of use in the planning of the work for the future. 

It was Home Mission effort that brought the Synod of the Northwest into existence 


and it is Home Mission effort that has caused the Synod to grow and expand. Home | 


Mission work has been in our blood and the very purpose of our synodical life. May 


we ever keep the cause of Home Missions in its proper perspective. May we strive to 


do the work God would have us do according to the best procedures and methods at 
our command. Mav we pray God to give us the men, the means and the wisdom to 
do the work to His Glory and to the advancement of the Kingdom of esse and the 


Salvation of Eternal Souls. :

The year 1957 was a year of expansion on all fronts for the Board of Pensions. 


Total assets of the Contributory Pension Plan rose to $12,646,672. The Contribu- 
tory Pension Plan gained 201 new members and now has an active membership of 
3,139. The Family Protection Plan gained 274 new members and now has an active 
membership of 2,520. 

Eligible retired and disabled ministers and missionaries, whit were on the pensi 
roll as of June 30, 1956, had their annual pension increased from $1 000 to $1, 51.200 
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as of January 1, 1957. Widows of ministers and missionaries in this category had 
their annual pension increased from $500 to $600 as of the same date. b 

The maximum benefit under the Family Protection Plan was increased from $5,000 
to $7,000, effective January 1, 1957, for members through age 40. The benefit for 
ages 41 to 45 was increased from $4,000 to $6,000; for ages 46 to 50, from 
534.000 to $5,000; and for ages 51 to 55, from $3, 000 to $4,000. 

A Social Security survey revealed that 2,973 ministers of the United Lutheran 
Church in America had already elected coverage under the Social Security Program, 
801 ministers elected not to enter the program and 94 indicated that they were un- 
decided as of the date they completed the questionnaire. Returns were received from 
more than 90% of the ministers. 

One major change has been made in the Family Protection Plan, effective January 
1, 1958. By action of the Board of Pensions, concurred in by the Executive Board of 
the U. I. C. A. „ the Family Protection Plan was opened as of said date to seminary

During the year 1957, 75 active members of the Coattibutocy Pension Plan retired 
at an average age of 69 years, 9 months. The total number drawing pensions at the 
present time is 1,386. 

. Benefits under the Family Protection Plan have been paid to beneficiaries of 77 
members as of December 31, 1957, with the total amount of the benefits being 
$186,000. Of this number, one beneficiary of $2,000 is in the Northwest site:

REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION SECRETARY 


With the coming of Parish Education Year, 1958, it has become more apparent 
that there is a timeliness involved. For instance, we call attention to three anniver- 
saries that have made a great difference to the life of the Synod of the Northwest. 

The time is 1906, the speaker Dr. A. J. D. Haupt, President of the Synod. He 
is addressing the Synod. Guess what he is saying! We are not trying to educate our 
children so that it will be but a short step into some other denomination, whenever 
the occasion presents, but to keep them ever rooted and grounded in the faith. Our 
attention has been called by the church and secular press to the signs of the times in 
the denominations around us of departures from the faith as it is in Christ Jesus. It 
is the more necessary for us to cling closely to the dear, old impregnable doctrines: of 
the Word and the Sacraments, which alone are able to save and which our dear church 
has ever stood for. . 

In order to accomplish this we have our own advanced. General Council graduated 
text - books for our Sunday Schools, and our own Sunday School service books with 
forms of service to educate the children of the church to and for the services of the 
church. There is often difficulty in trying to introduce these several books in our 
schools because of the fact that they are new to us and we have not been accustomed 
to the higher standard for which they aim, but in those schools that have persevered 
we do not find the complaints coming from the children but from the older scholars 
and teachers. Let us all be loyal to our excellent system of instruction both as to the 
great truths and doctrinal developments of our grade text-books, and the services and 
— have been developed and given to us by some of the best talent of the 

urch. 

After Dr. Haupt's message, the Committee on President's Report brought in the 
following which was adopted by the Synod: With reference to Sunday Schools, 

Resolved, That loyalty to the General Council involves the use of the Council’s Graded © 
System and Sunday School Book, and the Synod deprecates the use of other and alien 
publications in the training of Lutheran youth.” : 

With a change of official nomenclature, Dr. Haupt's and his committee's report 
stands as sound judgment for our Parish Education today. Anniversary No. 1. 

Now the time is 1907. A book destined to lead a Synod’s thinking for many years 
has appeared. It is An Explanation of Luther's Catechism by Joseph Stump who 
later became the first President of Northwestern Lutheran Seminary. This little book 
for fifty years has influenced the teaching of clergy and laymen alike and the publica- 
tion house still calls it a best seller. Many of the things we do in the Synod of the 
Northwest, we do because of the faith made clear in this little book. Anniversary No. 2. 
In 1910 appeared another book, a singularly lonely sort because so few like it 


have come forth. It was G. H. Gerberding’s ‘Lutheran Catechist.” It is interesting 


to note from this vantage of time, that the first President of the Synod was entirely 
at home with Parish Education and spent much time teaching pastors and teachers 
the methods and the content of real education in the church. Dr. Gerberding's Dedi- 
cation! in the influential tome bears reprinting here: 
‘Dedication. In order that the Church of his love, in the future, may hold, mould 
and make more Christ-like the multitude of promising children that God gives her, the 
author dedicates this book TO THE CAUSE OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
in which the Church of the Reformation has always been the leader in other lands, 
and in which she must lead in this land also if she would take and hold that place of 
leadership to which.she is entitled by her history, her genius, her spirit, her type of 
piety, and her evangelical doctrine, all of which are so beautifully fitted for the closet, 
the family, the Sunday School, the catechetical class and the pulpit. Anniversary No. 3. 
Thus from the earliest days, Parish Education has been a chief concern among us. 
As we have grown and become more responsible in matters of faith and activity, we 
have become more keenly conscious of the weight that rests upon us: to teach accu- 
rately and well. | 
_..God does not save souls because of their complete understanding of salvation, justifi- 
cation and sanctification. But He has made it obvious to all of us that the more com- 
plete our understanding, the greater the possibility of our usefulness to Him. 
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The words of the church fathers and these early fathers of the Synod haunt us 
today.

1957 was our best year for benevolent giving, the offerings of our congregations 
and Sunday Schools for General Benevolence amounting to $920,158.99, and their 
total Benevolence amounting to $1,234,869.38. |

Workshops were held throughout Synod, during which the on- going pro- 
ram of the Church was presented by the Stewardship Secretary in association with 
Mr. Chester A. Myrom, ULCA Associate Stewardship Secretary, Mr. Milton G. 
Fiene, Assistant ULCA Stewardship Director, Dr. Earl S. Erb, Executive Secretary of 
the Board of Foreign Missions, Dr. Richard H. Gerberding, Executive Secretary of the 
Zoard of American Missions, and others. 

During the latter part of the summer the Reverends Ingolf B. Kindem, Paul L. 
Noth. Eugene I.. Hasselquist, Robert 8. Wilch, Merle G. Franke and William B. 
Downey, six of our pastors, were engaged for a month to help in visiting every con- 
gregation in Synod to present the program of the Church and to be of assistance to 
pastors and congregations. | 

Our Sunday Schools during the past year gave $55,829.12 for General Benevos 
lence, $6,579.15 for Lutheran World Action, and a total Benevolence of $77,072.45. 

We urge our Sunday Schools to hold every-member visitations, to teach the children 
to give to Lutheran World Action, the Epiphany Appeal and other special appeals, tc 
give equally to benevolence and current expenses and to practice tithing. Our hope for 
a better tomorrow is _—re the right practice of Christian scewardsiup to our chil- 
dren today. | 

The Synodical Bulletin is edited by the Stewardship Secretary. It is issued every 
four weeks, and is used by every congregation in Synod. The circulation is now 
approximately 60,000 copies a week. 

Lutheran World Action is presented to our ne through articles and pictures in 
the Synodical Bulletin, through letters to pastors, and through sermons, addresses and 
illustrated lectures. In 1957 our congregations and Sunday Schools gave $92,874.88 
to help carry on this merciful work that our Lord Jesus Christ has entrusted to us. 
We are expected to give $110,183.00 for Lutheran World Action in 1958, or about 
$1.45 per communicant member. 

Since its Toronto convention in 1954, The United Lutheran Church in America 
has been building a great program of evangelism. In the Synod of the Northwest 
carrying forward the Evangelism program of the Church is assigned to the Stewardship 
Secretary and a sub-committee of the Stewardship Committee, of ein the Rev. Wil- 
liam B. Downey, pastor of Fox Point Church, is chairman. 

Evangelism during the past year was promoted by the 8 0 W of our 
pastors who attended training sessions in Milwaukee and Minneapolis, December 10 
and 11, where they were prepared to visit pastors and congregations to present to them 
the on-going program of year-around Evangelism for every congregation. 
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These pastors faithfully made their calls, and 1 were welcomed and given the 
opportunity to carry out their mission. 


More than 25 years ago our pastors were endeavoring to get their people to use 


the Bible in daily family devotions. It was then that our booklet of daily devotions, 


The Word in Season, had its beginning. 


In 1933 the Rev. Jonas Hoke Dressler, D.D., 1 of practical theology at 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary, 1925 - 57, and president of the Semi- 


nary, 1950-56, became the editor of this booklet. During his editorship the yearly 


circulation grew from a few thousand copies to 2,330, 000 during the past year and 


was used in about three hundred thousand homes. 


The growth of this booklet of daily devotions, we believe, was the result of the 


Holy Spirit working through the genial, gracious editor and other Christian co- 


workers who assisted him in producing it. 


Since Dr. Dressler’s death on January 9, 1958, The Word in 8 has iad 
ꝛdited by the Stewardship Secretary. | 


The Synod of the Northwest has operated a film depository for its congregations 
since 1940 under the direction of the Stewardship Secretary. Every possible 16 mm. 
sound motion picture, 35 mm. filmstrip, and 2x2 set of slides is made available for 
our congregations and Sunday Schools. Many of these are supplied free. Rentals are 
collected only on those films which have been leased to the depository on a rental basis. 


All film requests are handled by Mrs. John W. Sell, the wife of one of our Semi- 
nary students, and all films are checked and ies Werde being sent to users by 
Charles Anderson, a student in the Seminary. 

During the past year 916 films were sent out by the depository in addition to 931 
filmstrips that were handled for the Contributory Library of Audio-Visual Aids

Secretary Lundquist the 
REPORT OF THE SECRETARY ON CONFERENCES 


The Central Conference met on September 10 and 11, 1957, at Crosslake Church. 


Crosslake, and Faith Church, Swanburg, Minnesota. Its actions included the enlarge- 


ment of the board of United Lutheran Camp of Minnesota to include one member-at- 
large. Other developments in the Central Conference during the past year include (a) 
construction of a chapel at the Camp, Green Lake, Chisago City, and (b) purchase of 
a site for Martin Luther Manor, a home for the aging, in Bloomington, a suburb of 
Minneapolis. 

The Western Conference met on October 8 and 9, 1957, at St. John’s Church, 
Fargo, North Dakota.

(1) Adoption of the following resolution: ‘‘Request the Executive Committee 
of Synod to recommend that men west of Bismarck * allowed to fly to synodical, 
and other conventions.’

and how he spent it. This presentation was rushed by the start of the sixth world 


series game. 
The Wisconsin Conference met on September 16 and 17. 1957, at Bethlehem 


Church, Durham Hills, Hales Corners, Wisconsin. Its actions included * appoint - 
ment of à committee to conduct a study among congregations to the end of determin- 
ing whether congregations will assume support of a group hospital, surgical and life 
insurance plan covering pastors and their families, to supplement such insurance as 
they may themselves carry, or to give protection if none is carried by pastors, and to 
report at the May, 1958, meeting of Conference. 

Other developments in the Wisconsin Conference during the past year include (a) 
construction of a recreational building at Pine Lake Camp, Waupaca, and (b) incor- 
poration of the United Lutheran Program for the Aging’’ in the Milwaukee area, 
with a capital funds drive in the spring of 1958, looking forward to the construction 


of a home for the aging in 1959.

Anthon P. Lee and the Rev. Jonas H. Dressler, D.D., have been called from among us.

Pastor Lee was 79 years of age and was still energetically serving in the church as 
supply pastor of St. John’s Church, Killdeer, North Dakota, when illness struck, which 


necessitated his withdrawal from his pastoral duties. Ten days later, on November 25, 


1957 he was called Home. Until that time, and throughout his forty-six years of 


service in the ministry, he had been blessed with such good health that he never had 


missed an appointment. | | | 
Pastor Lee was born on April 6, 1878, in DeKalb, Illinois. When 16 days old he 


was baptized in Chreston Lutheran Church of the same city. The family of which 


he was a member having later moved to Artesian, South Dakota, he was confirmed 
there in Israel Lutheran Church when he was 14 years of age. 

After completing his elementary and high school education in the public schools of 
the same town, he went into partnership with his father, Peter S. Lee, in the operation 
of a General Store there. However, as he has often recounted to his friends, he felt 
deeply the call to serve his Lord 2s a Minister of the Gospel, and accordingly he set 
about completing his education to that end. In due course he graduated from the 
Jewell Lutheran College and from the Red Wing Theological Seminary in Red Wing. 
Minnesota, and on June 11, 1911, was ordained by the Hauge Synod. Later he at- 
tended Northwestern Seminary in Minneapolis, completing two years of graduate work 
there. In 1922 he became a member of the Synod of the Northwest. 

Churches which he served as pastor were Trinity Church, Madison, Wisconsin, from 
1911 to 1913, and First Church, Pontiac, Illinois, from 1913 to 1920, both of 
which are in the Augustana Lutheran Church. Then he was called to the Alden- 
Walters, Minnesota, parish of the Synod of the Northwest, which he served from 
1920 to 1923. He was pastor of St. John's Church, Lakeville, Minnesota, from 1923 
to 1930 and of Epiphany Church, Minneapolis, Minnesota, from 1930 to 1938. 
Finally, he served the Spencer-Salem, South Dakota, parish from 1943 to 1948 at 
which time he retired from the active ministry. Retirement, however, for him meant 
continued service to the Master of his life. In the years that followed he was the be- 
loved and helpful supply pastor of sixteen vacant congregations, continuing in such 
labors until his life on earth was ended and he had given a total of 46 years, 5 months 
and 14 days in the work of the ministry. eet | 

Pastor Lee is survived by two daughters, Phyllis Myra and Jean Aurora. His wife. 
Petra, died in 1951. | | 

Pastor Lee's funeral was held in Prince of Peace Church, St. Louis Park, Minnesota, 
of which he was a member. The Rev. Ralph L. Erickson, pastor of the church, 
officiated. President Paul E. Bishop preached the sermon and Pastor Joseph L. Stump 
delivered a tribute to Pastor Lee. A 


The Rev. Jonas H. Dressler, D. D. 


Dr. Jonas H. Dressler, Professor of Practical Theology and President Emeritus of 
Northwestern Seminary, a teacher and a leader dearly loved and highly esteemed 


throughout the Synod of the Northwest ond in the entire United Lutheran Church in 


America, on January 9 was elevated to the fellowship of the Church Triumphant. 
Dr. Dressler has been from 1933 until the time of his death editor of the booklet of 


daily devotions known as The Word in Season.’’ He had occupied the Chair of 


Practical Theology at Northwestern Seminary from 1925 to 1957. In 1944 he was 
made dean of the Seminary. He served as President of the Seminary from 1950 to 1956, 8 
Dr. Dressler was born in Verona Mills, New York, on March 4, 1888, the son of 
the Rev. and Mrs. George W. Dressler. As an infant he was baptized in St. Peters 
Church, Utica, New York, and, when he was 14 years of age, was confirmed in St. 
John’s Church, Findlay, Ohio, where his father was the pastor. Jonas’ boyhood and 
high school years were spent as a resident of Findlay, Ohio. In 1910 he graduated 
from Wittenberg College, Springfield, Ohio, where he had been an outstanding student 
as well as an athletic star. He then served three years as teacher of Science and Mathe- 
matics at Weidner Institute, Mulberry, Indiana. : | | 
Later, he enrolled in the Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary in Maywood, 


Illinois, graduating in 1916. He was called to be pastor of Atonement Church, 


Racine, Wisconsin, which call he accepted. He began serving this congregation on May 
1, 1916, and on June 22 of the same year at the 25th Anniversary Convention of 
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the Synod = the Northwest was ordained a Minister of the Gospel. He served Atone- 
ment Church as its pastor until he was called to the faculty of Northwestern Lutheran 
Theological Seminary in September, 1925. 

The record of Dr. Dresslei's service in the Seminacy-4 is written in the lives of hundreds 
of men serving in the ministry throughout this land and in foreign lands. Dr. Dressler's 
friend and colleague, Dr. Paul H. Roth, in preaching on Revelation 14:13 in his funeral 
sermon, said. Few men among us will be so missed. The pastors, old and young, of 
the Synod of the Northwest who knew him and whom he knew so well, the church- 
men in wider circles with whom he was associated in enterprises of the Church, the 
young men in the Seminary whom he taught, and over whom he presided as President, 
and some of the old friends, older than himself, to whom his friendship has been a 
dear treasure over the years, Dr. Christy, and myself included, feel that something 
rare and precious has gone out of our lives when Jonas Dressler is not with us now.“ 

Dr. Dressler is survived by his beloved wife, Helen, their son, the Rev. George E. 
Dressler of Salem Church, Albert Lea, Minnesota, their daughters, Mrs. Helen Ohnesorge 
of St. Louis Park, Minnesota, and Mrs. Janet McKie of Marquette, Michigan, four 
sisters and eight grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held in Lake of the Yikes Church, Minneapolis, on January 13. 
Dr. Paul E. Bishop, President of the Synod of the Northwest, and Dr. William P. 
Christy conducted the service, Dr. Paul H. Roth, President Emeritus of Northwestern 
Seminary, delivered the funeral sermon and Dr. Clemens H. Zeidler, President of the 
Seminary, delivered a tribute to Dr. Dressler. Interment was in Hillside Cemetery, 
Minneapolis, where the service of committal was read by Dr. Richard H. Gerberding, 
former President of the aoe of the Northwest.

The Committee on Travel Expense has met and examined the expense claims by 
the Pastors and Lay Delegates. The examined and corrected forms have been turned 
over to the treasurer for additional scrutiny and equalization. iF 

Some of the claims did not consider the rules under which the payment will be 
made. No air travel is accepted and payment will be made on the basis of rail rates. 
Commuting costs from the hotel to church are not an allowable expense. Hotel and 
meals may not exceed $8 per day or a total of $24. 

We have observed that there is no apparent attempt on the part of the Pastors and 
Delegates to pool auto travel. We recommend that the executive committee be in- 
structed to study a means by which the pooling of auto travel will be encouraged and

Report of United Lutheran Church Women of the 
English Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
Hof the Northwest 


The first loyalty and responsibility of the women of our congregations is to the 
church and its ever expanding work. The program of United Lutheran Church 
Women is a plus which affords our women added opportunities to pray, study and 
know the needs of the church and with thankful hearts to respond to those needs. 

It is with a deep sense of gratitude to God for His continued guidance and bless- 
ing that we are able to report progress this past year. Since the fiscal year of our 
Organization terminates in June the figures given in this report are taken from the 
records of June, 1957. At that time we had 9,442 members in 177 organizations. 
Our women gave a total of $54,958.84 which was an increase of $4,422.99 over 
the previous year. We are concerned that our members also grow spiritually—that 
their individual lives be strengthened through prayer, study and a wider vision of the 
Lord's Work. We are concerned that many women in our churches are not members 
of our organization. We need the interest and help of each one and we feel each one 
needs the fellowship and vision of our church-centered organization. Our purpose is 
to share Christ with God's children. We are desirous to help the pastor in any way 
we can in promoting this official organization in his congregation. | 

We work through four main committees: Membership, Education, Christian Serv- 
ice and Offerings. We seek to gain and hold members by presenting an educational pro- 
gram in an interesting manner. When our members are aware of the needs of our 
church they will help answer them through Christian service and offerings of time, 
talent and money. We seek to encourage girls to consider full time Christian service 
by offering scholarships for higher education and by holding retreats for girls at which 
the various vocations and needs are presented. Both Wisconsin and Central Confer- 
ences are planning such retreats this year. We would appreciate the help of pastors in 
bringing both the retreat and scholarships to the attention of interested and qualified 
girls in their parishes. 

Dr. Frances Dysinger, Field Secretary of our National organization, toured our 
Synod this Spring. Through her clear and concise presentation many were inspired to 
greater zeal in carrying forward our program. Many groups also heard the fine mes- 
sages presented by Pastor Arnold Moede of Liberia, or and Mrs. Douglas Erickson 
of Malaya and others who made us aware of fields white unto the harvest. | 

We continue to have as our Synodical missionary, Mrs. James Miller, veteran mis- 
sionary in Liberia, and to support her through prayer and money. : 

Our thinking was especially stimulated this year by a study of Christ, the Church 
and Race and Japan. Our new mission study themes will be Christian concerns 
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of North American Neighbors’ and The Middle East. We observe the World 


Day of Prayer with other protestant groups. The first full week in Lent is used as a 
week of prayer by many groups. This year in January we celebrated the golden jubilee 
of our fine magazine, “Lutheran Woman's Work.“ Mrs. Hubert Cloninger and Mrs. 


L. Glenn Cloninger edit a2 Prayer Calendar each month and through the media of 


0 Lutheran Woman's Work it reaches our women on a national level. They are also 


writing the material to be used in the Week of Prayer this coming year entitled Christ 
for the World, we pray.’ 


September 26-30 will see many women gathered at Toreatn Canada, for the tri- 
ennial convention of the national organization. The northwest synod will be repre- 
sented by 24 official delegates. Mrs. William Chandler of Appleton is chairman of the 
National Convention. 


We express our sincere gratitude to the pastors, who have given us the opportunity 
of assisting them in the work of our church through the program of United Lutheran 
Church Women. We thank Dr. George McCreary for the fine coverage given to our. 
Women's organization in the Synodical bulletin and Dr. Paul Bishop for his interest.

Out of the 155 blanks sent our pastors 115 were returned. What happened to the 
other 40? Twelve pastors reported no students in a congregations. 
- The following is a breakdown: 
108 men and 59 women, a total of 167 in 1 colleges. 
481 men and 254 women, a total of 735 in public colleges. 
106 men and 92 women, a total of 198 in private colleges. 
56 girls are in nurse's training. : 


This makes a total of 695 men and 461 women in 88 
May I quote from the report of the Board of Higher Education, ULCA. 


We should all be quite conscious of the fact that these statistics are the least mean- 
ingful part of taking the census. The names of the students we received as census 
takers and then sent on to the student pastors is a very important item in the life of 
the church. The Division of College and University Work of the National Lutheran 
Council have considered the ULCA Student Census so important that they are taking 
a census of the other church bodies associated with them. Another point that is 

exceedingly important is that the getting of these names for the census makes hundreds 
of congregations in the church more conscious of their young. People going on for 
higher Education than otherwise would be the case. 


It would seem that this item is of major importance; therefore I recomutiind that 
the pastors cooperate in the taking of this census in the future.
